The modern sentiment differs 
essentially from this In the view that 
while posterity will to some extent 
benefit from our acts, posterity will 
.have its own emergencies to meet and 
its own burdens to bear.

lit would not, of course, be wise by a

Mayor Miller A'ter.Some Invwtiga 
Mayor MUter After Some Investiga- 
tions Rescinds Permit to Exhibit 
IB WUber Park—Action Meets AVirti 
General Approval. 
There resulted so mud- of criticism 


of the proposed visit to Oneonta ot the 
Smith Greater Shows and tin- granting 
of a permit to pitch their tents in 
WUber park that Mayor Miller made 
some Investigations 
and ascertained 


that elsewhere the show had not prov- 
en to be exactly as Its advance agent 
had represented it to be. The police 
department at Kingston made an un- 
favorable report. 
In that city each 


concession is required to pay a sepa- 
rate license so that the price was pro- 
hibitive and the show has pitched it* 
tents outside the city limits there. 


It was stated that the circus has all 


the features usually found in a carni- 
val, while the representations made 
here were to the effect that none of 
the objectionable features of a carni- 
val were to be found with the Smith 
Shown. 


Accordingly Mayor Miller wired the 


company that the license permit in 
Oneonta had been cancelled and that 
.the show would not be permitted to 
exhibit here. 
The local firemen, for 


whose benefit the show was announc- 
ed, were also notiled of the action. 


An advance representative 
of the 


company, who has been in Oneonta 
several days, -stated yesterday after 
the mayor had acted that the company 
had made all arrangement* to come 
to Oneonta and would not be able to 
make a change. There was a persist- 
ent rumor that the company had al- 
ready shipped some of. its equipment 
here, but in. view of the fact that It 
does not close In Kingston until to- 
night, this is belje\ed to* be incorrect. 


While citizens generally are in sym- 


pathy with the firemen and their de- 
sire to increase their pension fund 
and other funds, there was a decided 
and outspoken protest about the city 
at the announcement that the circus 
was.coming and many expressed sur- 
prise, it being recalled that the city 
had gone on record against carnivals.

Sale* Total 700,000 Slum 


New York, June 23. — Trading in 


tho stock market 
today languished 


preceptibly. probably as a direct re- 
sult of the proposed official inquiry 
into the recent remarkable maneuv- 
ers of Mexican Petroleum. Sale* of 
700,000 shares represented tho small- 
est full session in many weeks. 


Additional restraints were imposed 


upon speculative operations 
by the 


firmer tone of money rate*. Call loans 
opened and renewed into next week 
at three per cent, but gradually roae 
to flve per cent in the linal hour. 


Mexican Petroleum 
opened at a 


fractional advance to 184, that figure 
proving it* best for the session. After 
declining to 176 at midday it made 
a temporary recovery, but slid back 
at the end to its previous minimum, 
or a net loan of 7H points. 


Halls were the sustaining features 


of the day, although advances in the 
investment division were confined to 
one or two points, 
with New York 


Central, Atlantic Coast Line and sev- 
eral of the transcontinental and coal- 
ers the most conspicuous Issues. News 
of the day bearing upon transporta- 
tion conditions was more helpful, rail- 
way executives reiterating their belief 
that the labor situation indicated signs 
of early adjustment. 


Investment buying 
was again the 


feature of today's active and stronger 
bond market. Investment rails sharing 
the movement with government loans. 
Liberty Fourth %s made a new "top" 
at 100.28, and heavy accumulation of 
the entire group continued, purchases 
being credited to substantial sources.
